Triennial Session of the National 
Council at Syracuse. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT 
SYRACUSE (N. Y.,) Oct. 9.—The tri- 
ennial session of the National Council 
of the Congregational Churches of the 
United States opened a six days’ ses- 
sion in the Plymouth Congregational 
Church today.

WASHIN N, Oct. 9.—The extrac 
from the pamphlet printed by 
Sackville West, reviewing his diplo- 
matic career in this country, which 
ended in hie being summarily given his 
passports in 1888, after the publication 
of the Murchison letter, has attracted 
great attention here.

“I appear in the account twice, once 
in connection with an alleged request 
made by Secretary Frelinghuysen for 
the release of imprisoned Irish sus- 
pects, and once as receiving informa~- 
tion from Lord Granville of an alleged 
Irish conspiracy. 

“In regard to the first, what took 
place between the two governments 
was: Mr. Frelinghuysen, by direction 
of the President, instructed Mr. Lowell 
to ask Lord Granville to have the Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland instructed to 
exercise the discretion reposed in him 
by law to order an immediate arial of 
the prisoners, who had then been im- 
prisoned without trial many months. 
This request; when pressed, brought 
about a release of all the prisoners. I 
cannot recall that.I had any conversa- 
tion with the British Minister on that 
subject, but as his account appears to 
have been one, it 
is probably substantidfly ‘correct. 

“In regard to the conspiracy against 
Sir Lionel’s life, this is the first I have 
heard of it. The telegram, which the 
account says was sent to the assist- 
ant secretary (perhaps an error of the 
secretary,) never reached me.” 

Mr. Davis added that he fiever knew 
any representations had been made that 
Lord Lionel’s life was endangered, and 
had never heard before that he had 
been taken on a ten-day cruise by Gen. 
Sherman to avoid possible violence to 
his person. ; 

From semi-official sources, the follow- 
ing @xplanation is given of what took 
place at the time of the passage of the 
Crimes Act in 1882. The Irish suspects 
had been imprisoned under the orders 
of Foster, then Secretary of Ireland, 
but no disposition was shown to bring 
them to trial, Foster’s policy being to 
hold them in prison as suspects. The 
British Parliament indorsed that policy 
by the passage of the Crimes Act, which 
empowered the Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
land to hold the suspects as prisoners 
until he chose to place them on trial. 

There was a great outcry in this 
country against the Crimes Act. As 
month after month passed without a 
trial, it was believed that under it the 
prisoners could be held for life without 
trial. President Arthur, in response to 
this sentiment, did not demand the re- 
‘lease of the prisoners, but he requested 
Lord Granville to have the Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland exercise ‘the discre- 
tion reposed in him by the Crimes Act, 
and either release or bring the prisoners 
to trial. Within two weeks after that 
request was preferred, the suspects are 
all released, and Foster, whose policy 
had been overruled, had resigned from 
the British cabinet. 


“LABBY’S” LABORED DEFENSE. 

LONDON, Oct. 9.—The statements 
made by Lord Sackville, who as Sir LI- 
onel Sackville Sackville-West was the 


British Minister in 1881-1889, in a pam- 
phlet marked “for private circulation 
only,” a copy of which was obtained 
by the correspondent of the New 
York World and the substance of which 
was printed in the United States today, 
have caused amazement in diplomatic 
circles. 

Truth, commenting upon the state. 
ments made, says: Whether it was 
courteous or judicious for Lord Sack 
ville to publish this attack when Mr. 
Bayard is an Ambassador in London 
is a debatable question, to which it 
may, however, reasonably be replied that 
Mr. Bayard was immeasurably more 
discourteous and injudicious in his be- 
havior toward Sackville-West when the 
latter was in Washington. Mr. Bay 
therefore, would be mean to complain 
of this point. 

“But the matter acquires exceptional 
interest when it is considered side by 
side with a recent dispute regarding the 
race for the America’s cup. It should 
be remembered that Sackville-West was 
the victim of an election trick. An in- 
discreet expression of opinion upon his 
part was exaggerated for the purpose of 
exciting anti-English agitation. The 
trick was successful and Sackeville- 
West was handed his papers. England. 
in the person of her envoy, was grossly 
and wantonly insulted. Mr. Cleveland, 
however, failed to secure-the election. 

“In our relations with America, ex- 
perience teaches us always to be on the 
alert. This has made the English, per- 
haps, over-suspicious and, being so, they 
possibly imagine trickery where it does 
not exist.

ASTOUNDING DISCOVERY MADE AT 
CAMBRIDGE, MASS, 


Mrs. Sarah Coolidge Dies in Seem- 
ingly Reduced Circumstances, 
but a Search of Her Room Re- 
vealsa Gold and Securities of 
Enermots Value.

CAMBRIDGE (Mass.,) Oct. 9.—(Spe- 
cial Dispatch.) Mrs. Sarah Coolidge, 
who died of apoplexy at her home on 
Massachusetts avenue last evening, 
had for thirty years lived a secluded 
life, in apparently poor circumstances, 
with four women servants for com- 
panions. When the undertaker dis- 
robed the body, preparatory to em- 
balming it, he found a various assort- 
ment of gold coins tucked away in con- 
cealed pockets in the clothing. This 
discovery led to a search of the room, 
and it proved to be a veritable gold 
mine. In vases and other odd pieces of 
bric-a-brac, shoes, Stockings, bureau 
drawers, and in every conceivable nook 
and cranny the searchers found about 
$20,000 in cash, mostly in gold coin. 

In one dilapidated handbag was a roll 
of bills aggregating $3800. On a shelf 
in the closet were bandboxes repre- 
senting scores of thousands more, with 
securities and deeds showing a valua- 
tion of over $1,000,000. One document 
showed her to be the owner of property 
at the corner of Washington and Avon 
streets, Boston, which pays a rental of 
$1000 a month. In addition to money 
and bankbooks there were dresses of 
the most stylish and expensive goods

HE MOURNS HIS LOSS.. 


THE POPE WRITES A LETTER ON 
THE ITALIAN FETES. 


Unless the Nation Throws Of rue 
Masonic oke“ He Sees Nothing 
but Disaster Ahead—The Land is 
Ruled by the Enemies of God. 


(REGCLAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

ROME, Oct. 9.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
The letter of His Holiness, Pope Leo 
XIII to Cardinal Rampolla, the papal 
Secretary of State, on the recent fetes 
in celebration of the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of the entry of the Italian 
troops into Rome was published this 
evening. It is, in part, as follows: 

“The sentiment of humanity which 
even minds dominated by passion re- 
tain, seemed to permit of the hope of 
eome consideration in our old age, but 
this has been brutally ignored. We 
have been reduced to become almost 
immediate witnesses of the apotheosis 
of the Itallan revolution and the spoila- 
tion of the Holy See. That which most 
affilcted us is the design to perpetuate 
rather than to terminate the conflict of 
which no one can measure the disas- 
trous effects. The final object of the 
occupation of Rome was not to com- 
plete political unity, but in destroying 
the walls of the temporal metropolis to 
more closely attack the spiritual power 
of the Pope. The object was to change 
the destinies of Rome, return to pagan- 
ism and give birth toa third Rome, and 


a third era of civilization. This it was 


desired to celebrate recently under 
sanction of the new lew, by noisy dem- 
onstrations conducted by a sect which 
is the enemy of God. 

“The nation suffers, for not only are 
the promises of mutual benefits unful- 
filled, but morally Italy is divided and 
subversive to factions which menace all 
civil and social institutions in aug- 
menting numbers and force. Nothing 
will ever confer veritable independence 
upon the papacy so long as it does not 
have temporal jurisdiction. This con- 
dition they pretend having granted us. 
subordinated to the arbitrary will of 
others, and lately there has been a sug- 
gestion of a threat to abrogate even the 
guarantee itself.“ 

The letter then exalte the blessings 
of the Pontifical sovereignty and in- 
vites the Italians not to be bound up 
with sects and to consider how perni- 
cious it would be to perpetuate the con- 
flict which is profiting the enemies of 
Christ. It affirms thet the head of the 
church follows, with loving vigilance, 
humanity’s road and does not refuse 
to accept the reasonable necessities of 
the times 

The letter of His Holiness concludes: 
“If Italians, throwing off the Masonic 
yoke, would listen to us we could open 
our hearts to the fondest hopes. Other- 
wise we can but predict new and 
greater disasters.”

A decision was made at 5 o'clock 
this afternoon and the Florida Athletic 
Club will move its belongings to Hot 
Springs at once. No change in the or- 
— date of holding the fight was 
made. 

The conditions having been changed 
quickly and positively, the date and 
place of the mill being named in less 
than twenty-four hours-after the con- 
ference, though the club had. forty- 
eight hours from Tuesday night to de- 
cide in, there were lots of things to be 
done, including the arrangements for 
getting to work on a building and the 
preparation for transportation. How- 
ever, a great many matters were ar- 
ranged in the conference held Tuesday 
night. The events of today brought 
these out. The question came up at 
the conference whether or not Julian 
and Brady would agree to fight outside 
of Texas. There was no difficulty on 
this score. 

That being settled, the question 
arose, would they. consent to moving 


the date up to November 20. Both op-“ 


posed this. Their men, they said, were 
already on fighting edge, so to speak, 
Julian insisted particularly on this. It 
seems, therefore, a concession was 
made in this regard by the club. Brady 
sprang a telegram from Philip J. 
Dwyer of New York, the official stake- 
holder, that Fitzsimmons’s stake 
money had been attached, the amount 
involved being 88100. Brady and Julian 
had a warm discussion over this, end- 
ing in Julian promising to make good 
the amount in ten days from Tuesday. 
Julian blamed Attorney Lanny Friend 
of New York for the attachment, as- 
serting that he forced himself on Fitz- 
simmins and otherwise used Fitz- 
simmons as a handle to keep himself 
before the public in connection with 
the Australian’s affairs. A claim was 
put in by Julian for the forfeit of $2500 
if the mill did not take place on the 
Zist. This was silenced by the proving 
of the fact that the club had the ht 
to pull the mill off at any time after 
July 1, 1895. 

The club also demanded as a right 
that the referee be named right away. 
Brady demanded the same. Julian 
stood pat on his old proposition that 
the referee should be named on the day 
of the fight. There was a hot discus- 
sion between Julian, Brady and Ven- 
dig, the latter declaring that unless a 
referee was named at once he would 
declare the fight off.

THE PRISONER MAKES A GOOD 


IMPRESSION. 


ne Denies That He Killed Blanche 


Lamont or Had Any Hand 
im the Tragedy. 
When Asked Concerning His Pres- 
ence at Dr. Cheney’s Lecture a 
He Becomes Confused. 


The Supreme Court on Coronado 
Beach“ Debt—An American Baby 
Born Near the North Pole— 
Southern California Road. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 9.—Theodore 
Durrant, assistant superintendent of 
the Emanuel Baptist Church Sunday- 
school, was placed on the witness stand 
today for the purpose of convincing 
the jury selected to try him that he 
did not murder Blanche Lamont in thé 


. belfry. of the church on April 3 last. 


With the same coolness that has char- 
acterized hie conduct since his arrest, 
he denied the principal allegations that 
have been made against him by the 
most important witnesses for the pros- 
ecution. His answers were always 
brief and to the point, and by many 
were interpreted to mean that he had 
studied his part well before taking the 
stand. Only once during the course of 
the direct examination did he show any 
nervousness or hesitancy. When At- 
torney Dickinson asked him if he took 


notes at Dr. Cheney’s lecture on the 


afternoon of April 3 he cast his eyes 
toward the floor and for a moment was 
silent. He replied that he hed taken 
notes, but that they were very brief. 
The hesitancy of the prisoner may be 
understood when it is explained that 
Gilbert F. Graham, one of Durrant's 
most intimate friends, will testify that 
Durrant asked to borrow his notes of 
the lecture. When the request was 
made, Durrant explained that he. only 
needed the notes to establish a good 
alibi. Graham refused the request. 

Taken altogether, Durrant’s direct 
testimony, which ended at 3 o'clock, 
when the cross-examination began, 

robably had a tendency to strengthen 
Bis case. His demeanor while on the 
witness stand was certainly intended 
to impress the jury with the opinion 
that he was telling the truth. Ques- 
tions that would ordinarily cause a 
visible impression upon a guilty man 
were answered by Durrant with the 
utmost unconcern. Even when Attor- 
ney Deuprey asked him if on April 3 
or at any other time, he murdered or 
participated in murdering Blanche La- 
mont, the prisoner coolly replied in the 
negative. 

A significant feature of the testimony 
Durrant was 
telling of several incidents that took 
place at a prayer-meeting held on the 
evening of April 3, Mrs. C. G. Noble, 
Blanche Lamont's aunt, shook her head 
several times as if to indicate that the 
etatements made by the prisoner. of 
which she had positive knowledge, were 
not correct. Durrant did not look at 
Mrs. Noble while he was testifying. 

The purpose of the defense to curtail 
cross-examination as much as possible, 
was shown when Dist.-Atty Barnes 
asked the first question. Durrant was 
asked if he was not born at Toronto, 
Can., on April 24, 1871. Attorney Deu- 
prey objected to the question. He said 
that Durrant could have no positive 
knowledge on the subject and any be- 
lief that he might have would be based 
rsay. The court overruled the 
objection.and the prisoner gave an 

affirmative answer. Several other 

equally-unimportant q were ob- 
jected to by the defense. The objections 
in most cases were overruled. 

It was the original intention of the de- 
fense to recall Charles T. Lenahan this 
morning and have him tell more about 
the occasion upon which he tried to 
pawn a ring at Oppenheim’s shop. Len- 
ahan contradicted himself so many 
times yesterday that doubt was cast 
upon his testimony, and*this morning 
he did not respond to his name when 
called in court. An attachment was 
made out for Lenahan, and, when he 
was found an hour later, he was placed 
in the charge of the Sheriff in order 
that he might be found when needed. 
Meantime, however, Durrant was called 
to the stand. 

The examination of Durrant was be- 
gun with questions relative to his age 
and his early Ute in this city. Coming 
down to the day upon which Blanche 
Lamont was murdered, the prisoner 
was asked to relate his movements 
from the time he left his home in the 
morning until he returned at night. He 
said he met Miss Lamont on her way 
to school and rode with her on a street 
car until he reached Cooper Medical 
College. He said he remained at the 
college until. 10 o’clock when he and 
another student named Ross went for 
A walk. When he returned an hour 
later he went to the library, where he 
was engaged in his studies until noon. 
Then he went to luncheon with a stu- 
dent named Diggins and returned at 1 
o’clock. After luncheon Durrant re- 
mained in the library until 3:30 o'clock 
when he attended Dr. Cheney’s lecture. 
He said he was present at the roll-call 
at the close of the lecture and answered 
to 

close the lecture, Durran 
said, he boarded a street car and = 
to Emanuel Church for the purpose of 
repairing the sun-burners. He ‘denied 
that he was accompanied by Blanche 
Lamont or anybody else. Upon enter- 
ing the church he said he left his coat 
and vest in the library, obtained the 
necessary tools and ascended to the 
gallery. A blackboard was provided 
and Durrant drew a rude sketch of the 
church and its tall spire to illustrate 
the manner in which he made the re- 
pairs. He said to make the repairs it 
was necessary for him to lie at full 
length on a plank with his head much 
lower than his feet. While in this posi- 
tion he said he inhaled so much gas 
that he was made ill. To illustrate the 
manner in which the gas escaped, Dur- 
rant took a burner and, descending to 
the jury-box, explained the construc- 


tion — the burner to the jury.

where he found George King playing 
on the organ. King remarked ‘hat 
Durrant looked pale. Durrant replied

Durrant left the church in comp 
with King. He went out of his way 
two blocks to converse with King.

Durrant said he still felt fll and ate 
but little. In the evening he went to 
prayer-meeting at Emanuel Church: He 
saw Mrs. Noble and asked her if 
Blanche was coming to the prayer- 
meeting. Mrs. Noble replied that she 
did not believe her niece would be pres- 
ent. He related a number of other 
minor incidents in connection with his 
conversation with Mrs. Noble, who evi- 
dently did not indorse his statements 
from the fact that she shook her head 
several times. At the close of the servy- 
8 said, he went home and re. 


The story of Durrant’s movements on 
April 3 being told, Attorney Deuprey 
called the attention of the witness to 


the extra lock on the library door, to 


which only Durrant and King had keys. 
Durrant said he placed the lock on the 
doer to protect the library. as the other 


lock was detective, He said be never 
knew untl after his arrest that there 
was a box of tools in Pastor Gibson's 
study. When shown the hatchet found 
in the belfry beside Blanche Lamont's 
body, he said he had never seen it be- 
fore. In refutation of the statements 
of several witnesses that Durrant wore 
an overcoat on April 3, the prisoner 
said he did not wear an overcoat during 
the month of April. 

The next move on the part of the de- 
fense was to show that Durrant did not 
enter Pawnbroker Oppenheim’s shop 
for the purpose of pawning Blanche La- 
mont's ring. Oppenheim testified that 
Durrant came into his shop between 10 
and 12 o'clock in the forenoon of some 
day between April 3 and April 11. The 
defense endeavored to establish an alibi 
covering the whole period. Durrant 
told where he was on each day and in 
three Instances produced notes of lec- 
tures which he said he attended at 
Cooper Medical College. 

Durrant denied that on the afternoon 
of April 3 he was at the corner of Pow- 
ell and Clay streets, as testified to by 
Mrs. Vogel. He also denied the state- 
ment of the three school girls who tes- 
tified that Durrant and Blanche La- 
mont boarded a Powell-street car at 
Clay street and rode toward Market 
street. He said he did not ride on a 
west-bound Valencia-street car with 
Blanche Lamont, as testified to by 
by Mrs. Crosset. He said he was never 
in Oppenheim’s pawnshop. 

“Did you, upon April 3, in San Fran- 
cisco or elsewhere,” asked Attorney 
Deuprey, “inflict any violence upon 
Blanche Lamont, or did you kill or par- 
ticipate in killing her?“ 

Durrant replied that he did not, and 
the direct examination was at an end. 

The cross-examination, which lasted 
only an hour before court took a recese 
until tomorrow, was confined to ques- 
tions relative to the life of Durrant 
prior to April 3. The prisoner told at

C. B. Russell“ Livestock and Poultry 
Gets Tipsy—He Gets Tired.

Rus- 
sell has now grown weary of talking 
about the matter and has filed a suit in 
the Superior Court asking that the 
brewers be perpetually enjoined from 
throwing their refuse into the waters of 
the creek. 


DISHONORABLE STUDENTS. 


Investigation into the Theft of Li- 
brary Books at Berkeley. 

(MEGULAR ASSOCIATED TRESS REPORT.» 

BERKELEY, Oct. 9.—The committee 
of the Associated Students of the Uni- 
versity of California selected for the 
purpose of taking action in behalf of 
the student body concerning the thieves 
who have been stealing books on a 
large scale during the past year from 
the university library has been named.

The greatest care is being 
taken to keep the names of the per- 
sons accused by the faculty from the 
newspapers. A doubt is expressed 
whether the faculty will, after all, give 
over the name of any accused student 
to the committee without further in- 
quiry. One student has been known to 
take several books in the room of a 
fellow student and return them to the 
university library, but this was done 
with so much care that the name of the 
guilty party in this case was not known. 


SUFFERING TAXPAYERS. 


Complaints Made Against the South- 
ern California Railroad. 
‘REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 9.—At a meet- 
ing of the Railroad Commissioners this 
afternoon it was decided to hold ses- 
sions of the board at San Diego on the 
28th of this month and at San Jacinto 
on the zist. This determination was 
due to two complaints that had been 
sent to the commission. One was from 
taxpayers of Riverside county, com- 
plaining that since February 22, last, 
the Southern California Railroad Com- 
pany of the Santa Fe system had 
failed to operate its line from Bar- 
stow to San Diego because of a 
washout. Several miles of its track 
had been destroyed and the company 
had refused to reconstruct it, although 
it had secured its franchise on condi- 
tion that it give a continuous train 
service between the points named. 
The other petition was from mer- 
chants of San Jacinto, asking that the 
Southern California Railroad Company 
be required to reduce its passenger 
rates from 4 to 3 cents per mile between 
San Jacinto and San Bernardino; The 
board thought it could better pass upon 
these matters by visiting the points 
from which the complaints came, and 
hearing testimony there.

THE HAWAIIAN CHOLERA. 


Sixty-eight Deaths to October Scc- 
ond—Frank Godfrey Tarred. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 9.—Steamer 
Australia, from Honolulu, under date 
of October 2, brings news that in the 
past fortnight only two cases of chol- 
era have developed. The record to date 
is eighty-seven cases. Of that num- 
ber sixty-eight died. Only two whites 
succumbed to the disease. The natives 
made the work of the physicians harder 
by refusing to report the cholera cases 
until the victims were dead or dying. 
The Board of Health finally made a 
house-to-house visitation and inspec- 
tion, after which the city was thor- 
oughly cleaned. Since then there have 
only been two new cases and the dan- 
ger is considered as passing. 

The cause of the cholera on the 
islands is attributed to poisoned fish. 
The majority of cases were taken from 
houses bordering on the stream from 
which the fish were taken and eaten by 
the natives. The two whites who died 
attended a native feast and ate raw 
fish. The natives circulated the story 
that native cholera patients were 
buried alive. Frank Godfrey, a white, 
formerly a newspaper man, suspected 
as the author of the story, was tarred 
and feathered. Godfrey appealed tothe 
United States Minister. Minister Frank 
Hatch is expected to leave for Washing- 
ton in November to relieve William R. 
Castle as Hawaiian Minister to the 
United States. 


WAS THERE ANOTHER WILL? 


A Trust Company Takes Up Jesse 
Sheldon Potter’s Case. 
(ECGULAK ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 9.—-A new 
complication has been added to the con- 
test of the will disposing of the $4,000,- 
000 estate of the late Mrs. Charles Lux 
by the filing of @ petition by the Cali- 
fornia Safe Deposit and Trust Com- 
pany to have the will now before the 

Probate Court declared invalid. 

This action is on behalf of Jesse Pot- 
ter, Mrs. Lux’s son. The petition of the 
trust company reiterates the charges 
of undue influence and unsoundness of 
mind made by Potter in his contest, 
and says that the true will of Mrs. Lux, 
executed in 1892, names the California 
Safe Deposit and Trust Company as 
trustee for the payment of bequests 
amounting to about $1,000,000. After 
these bequests are paid, the trust com- 
pany was to have turned over to Pot- 
ter the remaining $3,000,000 of the estate. 
The petition avers that this will was 
deposited with the trust company, but 
is now in custody of Attorney Bischop. 

Unfortunately for the California Safe 
Deposit and Trust Company and for 
Jesse Sheldon Potter, the will executed 
by Mrs. Lux in 1892 is not in existence. 
That will,“ Attorney Bishop said, “was 
taken by Mrs. Lux and Mrs. Lux her- 
self destroyed it.”

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 9.—This after- 
noon, in the Superior Court, Judges 
Hinkson and Johnson, sitting in bank, 
heard the habeas corpus proceedings 
brought by Maj.

THE PORTE GIVES WAY TO. THE 
, POWERS’ PRESSURE. 


Unfortunates Found to be in Piti- 
able Condition—No Food or Med- 
fieal Treatment for Three Days— 
Serious Fighting Reported from 
Trebizond.

MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 8.—(By At! 
lantic Cable. via Sofia, Bulgaria, Oct. 
9) The blockade of Armenian churches 
continues. All efforts of the authorities 
and the Armenian Patriarch have failed 
to persuade Armenians to return to 
their houses, as they put no faith in 
the assurances of protection. The 
Turks allow Armenian ecclesiastics to 
enter the churches and when they leave 
they are carefully searched. In ac- 
cordance with the demands of the rep- 
resentatives of the powers, the police 
authorities commenced releasing 
Armenians imprisoned as a result of 
the recent rioting. 

Two unfortunates allowed to leave 
Saptich Prison were found in a pitiable 
condition, suffering from seven or eight 
terrible wounds. They have made a 
statement, which has been communi- 
cated to representatives of powers, that 
prisoners had not received food or med- 
ical treatment for three days before the 
release. They also claim that the 
prison is horribly overcrowded, and in 
a shocking state of filthiness. The 
streets of Constantinople and suburbs 
are still patrolled by police and troops. 
Ammunition has been sent to forts, and 
from other other military movements 
it would seem that the Turks are pre- 
paring to defend the passage of the 
Dardanelles should Great Britain at- 
tempt a naval demonstration in these 
waters. 

The Turkish ministers have held an- 
other conference and additional com- 
munications have been exchanged with 
the representative of the powers, but 
few people believe any decided change 
in the condition of the Armenians is 
likely to occur, unless the Porte is for- 
cibly compelled to enter upon the work 
of bringing about reforms in Armenia. 
There no longer seems any doubt that 
the Armenians anticipated serious dis- 
turbances when the attempt was made 
on Monday a week ago to present a. 
petitions to the Sultan through 
Grand Vizier. They claim that those 
of their race who fell in the streets of 
Constantinople upon that occasion were 
martyrs who gave their lives for Ar- 
menia in the hope of forcing the powers 
to put extra pressure upon the Porte to 
bring about reform in the administra- 
tion of Armenian affairs. 


THE CALM BEFORE A STORM. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 9.— The 
representatives of the six powers are to- 
day still waiting for a definite reply to 
the identical communications recently 
handed to the Turkish government on 
behalf of their respective governments, 
and asking for reforms in Armenia. 
Suggestions, semi-official notes and 
visits of the government officials to the 
envoys of the powers followed the re- 
ceipt of their communications; but the 


distinct categorical reply of the Turk-. 


ish government seems to be delay by 
one quibble and then another, until the 
patience of the European governments 
is becoming exhausted, and definite ac- 
tion upon their part may shortly be ex- 
pected. In view of the continued in- 


creasing gravity of the situation, the

The silence of the Porte under the cir- 
cumstances is not generally understood. 
No reply has been made to the request

charged with rioting are confined, to 
take their dépositions for transmission 
to the various European governments 
interested. 


A CONFLICT AT TREBIZONDE. 


TREBIZONDE (Armenia,) Oct. 9.— Se- 


rious conflicts between Turks and Ar- 
menians occurred here yesterday. Many 
Armenians were killed. 

The Turks were armed, and the num- 
ber of troops present here is few. No 
attempt was made to stop the massacre 
of the Armenians. In fact, it is stated 
that soldiers took part in the slaughter 


and in the pillage which accompa- 
nied it.

BENT ON DYING. 


A County Jail Prisoner's Attempts 
at Suicide. 


Hendel, the crazy prisoner at the 
County Jail who tried to hang him- 
self in his cell about a week ago, made 
a second attempt on his life Tuesday 
night. The first time he used a piece 
of cord. This time he made a rope by 
tearing up his bedclothes, and had well 
nigh strangled himself therewith, when 
a turnkey, making his rounds, discov- 
ered him and cut him down. A prisoner 
named Bell, who was asleep in the 
same cell, had not heard nor seen Hen- 
del’s preparations to shuffle off. 

Sheriff Burr is convinced that Hen- 
del is insane, and he has tried to find 
some means by which he can be sent 
to the madhouse, but there is no pro- 
vision for such a contingency in the 
code. The law provides a means for 
taking insane convicts out of State's 
prison, but the section does not apply 
to prisoners in county jails. ; 

The Sheriff will therefore keep Hen- 
del until the expiration of his term, 
provided he can prevent him from kill- 
ing himself. This is a task that the 
Sheriff does not relish, as Hendel has 
a decided suicidal mania, and will 
have to be watched constantly to pre- 
vent him from carrying out his de- 
signs. 

Hendel was sentenced from Pasa- 
dena forassault with a deadly weapon, 
for six months, about five of which re- 
main unserved. 


PLOTS FROM HIS CELL. 


DR. MEYER CONSPIRES AGAINST A 
MAN’S LIFE. 


The Condemned Poisoner Gives Di- 
trections to His Family How to 
Get Insurance Money on the Life 
of His Proposed Victim—His Pa 
pers Are Seized. * 


MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—The World to- 
day says that Warden Sage of the State 
prison at Sing Sing has discovered evi- 
dence almost conclusivé that Dr. Henry 
F C. Meyer has been planning another 
murder since he was sent to prison for 
life for poisoning Ludwig Brandt. The 
crime that he is believed to have plotted 
is similar to the killing of Brandt and 
for a similar purpose, that of receiving 
life insurance money. This money, if 
gained, was to be used to effect the cld 
doctor’s release from prison. The evi- 
dence consists chiefly of letters and 
memoranda found in Meyer's cell. These 
have been placed in the hands cf the 
superintendent of prisons, Gen. La- 
throp. 

It seems almost certain that Meyer 
since his incarceration has been able to 
send letters underground to his wife 
and other persons outside the prison. In 
these letters he is alleged to have given 
his accomplices directions how to get 
the desired policy of insurance on the 
proposed victim's life and carry out the 
rest of the plan. There have been sev- 
eral masons and other citizen mechan- 
ics empboyed inside the prison walls 
during the summer, and it is suspected 
that some of these have afforded the 
prisoner means of communication for 
his outside accomplices. . 

Some time ago Meyer handed a letter 
to the prison captain to be mailed. It 
was written in German and addressed 
to Mrs, Meyer. In it he said that on a 
certain day he would send an “under- 
ground” letter wherein he would give 
the “prescription” to be used. From 
references in this letter it was made 
clear that the prisoner had sent other 
letters through the underground channel. 
Then Warden Sage ordered Meyer’s 
cell to be searched. The keepers found 
letters, memoranda and other proofs 
which gave the authorities a clew to 
the great crime. . 


A Tramp and an Editor. 

MERCED, Oct. 9.—After a session of 
three weeks, the grand jury filed its re- 
port this afternoon and was discharged. 
They found two indictments, one 
against a tramp for burglary, the other 
against C. D. Radcliffe, editor of the 
Evening Sun, for criminal libel. Rad- 
cliffe published an article charging Su- 
perior Judge J. K. Law with moral cow- 
ardice and with shirking official duty. 
Radcliffe claims he can prove every 
statement made in the article, and says 
the publication was made solely for 


the purpose of getting the facts before 
the public. .

AFRAID OF WHITTIER. 


FEAR CAUSES A GIRL TO LEAVE 
HOME, 


Harsh Treatment and Threats of a 
Brutal Father Induce a Pomona 
Girl of Fourteen to Seek Work 
in Los Angeles. 


Lodged last night in the County Jalil, 
under the motherly care of Mrs. Burr, 
was poor little Emma Ostrander, a 
pretty young girl of fourteen who fled 
yesterday from her home in Pomona, in 
deadly fear of a man so harsh and bru- 
tal that “father” is a sad misnomer for 
him. 

Ostrander is a respectable and well- 
to-do citizen of Pomona, but according 
to their story his cruel treatment of his 
two little daughters has driven one to 
run away from her home in fear of her 
life, and the other is a mass of bruises 
from the inhuman beating she has re- 
ceived. 

Yesterday Ostrander went to the sta- 
tion at Pomona and gave notice that his 
older daughter, Emma, had left her 
home, and that he wished to have 


every direction. He said that he had 
discovered the two children trying to 
sell their school books at a book store, 
and, suspecting that they were trying 
to get money to enable them to run 
away, he had collared them and taken 


tle twelve-year-old girl “a _ terrible 
thrashing,” but the older one had es- 
caped and could not be found. 

Assistant District Attorney Williams 
heard the description of the girl, and 
promised to look out for her along the 
line. Sure enough, at Spadra, she 
boarded the train, carrying a cloak and 
valise. Mr. Williams accosted her, and 
finally made her own that she was the 
runaway girl, although at first she de- 
nied it strenuously. He brought her on 
to Los Angeles, and gave her into the 
charge of Mrs. Burr. : 

The child’s story is, that she and her 
sister Were planning to run away from 
home, in the hope of finding work and 
some place to stay where they would 
not be in daily fear of cruel beatings 
and threats of the reform school. Their 
mother is kind to them, but they fear 
their father’s severity and violent tem- 
per. He asserts that they are ungov- 
ernable because they are friendly with 
some girls of whom he does not a 
ang and threatens them with Whit- 

er. 

The older girl has a dread and horror 
of the reform school as an irreparable 
disgrace. To use her own words in 
pleading to be taken care of, “If I am 
sent back, my father will send me to 
Whittier. I don’t want to go to Whit- 
tier. I am not the kind of person they 
send there and I don’t want to be dis- 
graced. I am willing to work, and I 
want to work and live right. I never 
did anything wrong, and I never went 
with anybody that was bad. Those 
girls my father says are bad never 
taught me any wrong, and I didn’t 
think it was wrong to go with them.” 

The girls were most severely kept, 
and harshly punished for every trifling 
fault. When their life became unbear- 
able, they planned to run away, and 
were trying to raise a little money on 
their school books when they were 
caught. Their father took them home 
and beat the younger girl with a heavy 
stick so severely that she was covered 
with bruises, and was unable to raise 
her arm to her head after the thrashing. 
Ostrander then went down town to get 
a cowhide for the more adequate pun- 
ishment of Emma, but she hastily 
snatched a few articles of clothing and 
escaped during his absence. Loaded 
down with the cloak and satchel, she 
walked the three and a half miles to 
Spadra in an hour and ten minutes, ar- 
riving in time to catch the train. 

She had only a dollar in her 
sion, and 90 cents of that went for her 
ticket. Her only idea seemed to be to 
escape. Arrived here, she meant to 
search everywhere for employment and 
to trust to luck. She will be well token 
care of until the matter can be brought 
up in court.

Last Saturday 
the missing men drew the money due 
on the several buildings but failed to 
pay the sub-contractors. 

The amount which was thus taken is 
difficult to estimate accurately, but is 
said to be between $3000 and $4000. 
While the sub-contractors are put to a 
good deal of annoyance by the failure 
to receive the payments due from the 
original contractors last Saturday, yet 
they will probably in time get their 
money. 

The missing men are under bonds 
with a company which it is expected 
will have to settle with the sub-con- 
tractors for the shortage.

his just-published book, to cast dis- 
credit upon American politics and the 
American people is an exhibition of 
petty malignity unworthy even of the 
author. There is no validity to his 
claim that he was treated unfairly in 
the “Murchison” matter. His recall 
was the natural and proper outcome of 
his own unpardonable indiscretion. A 
letter was written to him by a citizen 
of California—George Osgoodby of 
Pomona—for the purpose of obtaining 
a statement as to which of the na- 
tional political parties, and which can- 
didate, was most favored by himself 
and his countrymen generally in the 
then pending Presidential campaign— 
Cleveland against Harrison in 1888. 
The British Minister answered the let- 
ter, and so far overstepped the bounds 
of diplomatic propriety as to undertake 
to instruct an American citizen as to 
how he should vote. The letter writ- 
ten by Sackville-West—the authen- 
ticity of which he promptly admitted— 
did not purport to be confidential. It 
bore the printed representation of the 
British arms and the autograph signa- 
ture of the British Minister. The sub- 
ject of which it treated was a public 
and important question. The letter 
was written in the heat of a spirited 
Presidential campaign. Its contents 
had a direct and strong bearing upon 
the issues involved in the pending elec- 
tion, and were therefore proper mat- 
ter to give to the American people for 
their information. It was openly 
claimed by one of the contending 
parties, the Republican, that its oppo- 
nent, the Democratic party, had the 
sympathy of the English people. Lord 
Sackville’s letter proved this claim 
conclusively. It was therefore, as the 
Republicans contended, a legitimate 
document to spread before American 
readers. Whatever may have been the 
purpose of the author in writing it, the 
fact that he did write it, and that it 
related to a public and political ques- 
tion of high importance, was enough 
for the Republicans. The use of it “for 
all it was worth” in the campaign 
was in no sense an evidence of politi- 
cal degradation” in the United States. 
Our political methods, though open to. 
criticism, will compare favorably with 
those of England. An incident of a 
similar nature, had it occurred in that 
country during a heated campaign, 
would have been used without hesita- 
tion. Lord Sackville merely em- 
phasizes his own. asininity—which 
needed no emphasis—in seeking to 
shift the odium of the “Murchison” 
‘incident upon “the political degrada- 
tion which avowedly exists in the 
United States.“ 


His Lordship falls into grave mis- 
statement of facts when he says that 
the author of the “Murchison” letter 
“was recommended to President Har- 
rison” (for office) by “two California 
Republicans.” In the joint letter sent 
to the President-elect by the editor of 
the Angeles Times and Judge 
W. F. Fitzgerald (then of this city, now 
Attorney-General of California) under 
date of January 1, 1889, it was dis- 
tinctly stated that the writers did not 
address Gen. Harrison as  office- 
seekers, nor in behalf of such.” A 
simple statement of the facts as they 
existed was sent to the President- 
elect in order to correct many mis- 
statements that had been circulated 
concerning the authorship. of the 
original letter and the subsequent de- 
velopments; and with the further 
object of foiling, if possible, the efforts 
of pretenders who were already seek- 
ing “recognition” from Gen. Harrison 
for alleged political services by claim- 
ing the authorship of the “Murchison” 
letter. The author of the letter never 
asked for office nor for “recognition” 
of any kind, and never received any- 
thing of the kind from the President. 

Lord Sackville’s book is of interest 
at this time only as recalling a very 
remarkable incident, which un- 
doubtedly exerted a powerful effect 
upon a great political contest in the 
United States. Its publication in no

ENDLESS: BLOODSHED. 


MORE GORE SPILLED ON BANDIT 
JOHN SONTAG’S ACCOUNT. : 


George Witte Shot by Tom Burns as 
the Result of a Quarrel Growing 
Out of the Contest for the Re- 
ward Which Was Offered for the 
Capture of John Sontag. 


Tom Burns yesterday evening shot 
and wounded painfully but not se- 
riously, George Witte, while aboard a 
north-bound Southern Pacific train, 
near West Glendale. 

The stream of blood which the ban- 
dits Evans and Sontag started flowing 
appears to be unceasing. It is many 
months since those unique desperadoes 
were put in a position where they could 
let no more blood themselves, but blood 
continues to flow as the result of their 
actions. 

The quarrel and litigation over the di- 
vision of the reward offered for the cap- 
ture of Sontag, dead or alive, resulted 
in fresh bloodshed yesterday evening. 
e |The man whose gore was spilled as the 
result of this feud is George Witte, one 
of the claimants of the blood money. 

Witte lies at the present writing in 
the Los Angeles Receiving Hospital | 
with a bullet hole through his ri 
hand, several. lesions in his scalp and 
a badly bruised shoulder and contused 
knee cap. 

The shooting and attendant tragic 
events occurred aboard the north-bound 
Southern Pacific flyer a short distance 
north of West Glendale station yester- 
day evening, and as near as can be 
learned happened in this wise: 

Witte, the contestant with ex-United 
States Marshal George Gard for the 
Sontag prize-money, and the witnesses 
at the trial just ended, from the north, 
started home yesterday evening, after 
the submission of the case in the Fed- 
eral Court. The party consisted besides 
Witte, of Tom Burns, who was a mem- 
ber of Marshal Gard's: posse at the time 
of the capture of the bandits, John 
Thacker and Hi Rapelje, who also took 
a prominent part in the capture of the 
desperadoes, and William English and 
Bob Broder, constables from Visalia. 

There has been bad blood between 
Burns and Witte. Burns is said to have 
stated that one of Witte’s witnesses was 
a perjurer and that he could lick him. 
Witte is said to have replied that Burns 
would first have to lick him. Before 
the party boarded the train at the Ar- 
cade Depot, Burns and Witte had some 
hot words. Friends intervened and pre- 
vented a fight then and there. 

All took seats in the smoker, and no 
more was said on the subject till the 
train had passed West Glendale, about 
eight miles from the city. Witte at 
this point picked up his overcoat and 
remarked to his seatmate, Bob Broder, 
that he was going on the rear platform 
to get some fresh air. Burns followed 
him. Nothing is known of the occur- 
rences after the two men reached the 
platform, except the story related by 
Witte, which is short and substantially 
as follows: 

“When I got outside I found that 
Burns was at my heels. Without any 
warning he drew his gun and fired at 
me. The shot did not take effect and I 
tried to grapple with Burns. He fired 
again and the ball passed through my 
right hand. I had hold of him by this 
time, and we both fell off the train. I 
struck on the ties with my head and 
shoulder and was stunned. I lay there 
till I was rescued, while Burns, who 
did not appear to be hurt, walked 
away.” 

Burns it seems walked back to West 
Glendale and told the station agent 
there that he had shot & man who was 
lying where he fell a short distance up 
the track. The agent sent several men 
to investigate. They found Witte and 
carried him back to the station. Burns 
mean time started away in the direc- 
tion of Los Angeles, after telling the 
agent he was going to give himself up. 

By the time the train reached Bur- 
bank, the conductor and the friends of 
Burns and Witte had noted their ab- 
sence. They got off at Burbank, char- 
tered a handcar and started back to- 
ward West Glendale to look for the 
men. They found Witte at West Glen- 
dale station as already described. 

The wounded man was placed aboard 
the Santa Barbara train due here at 
10.15 p.m. and sent to the city. A tele- 
phone message was sent in advance 
and the police patrol wagon was at the 
Arcade Depot when the train arrived, 
nearly an hour later. At 11:20 p.m. 
Witte was in the Receiving Hospital. 
Thacker, Rapelje, English and Broder 
also returned to the city. All told 
practically the same story as related by 
Witte, except as to the shooting, which 
none of them witnessed. 

Witte’s injuries are painful but not 
dangerous. The bullet which struck 
him entered his right hand at the 
knuckle of the little finger and came 
out of the palm where the thumb joins 
the wrist. His scalp wounds caused by 
falling are not serious. His left shoul- 
der ts badly bruised and his right knee 
contused. At a late hour he was rest- 
ing eémfortably: 

Up to the hour of going to press 
Burns had not given himself up.

said, is the passing of an ordinance by 
the City Council describing the work to 
be done, cost of same being stated, and 
fixing a date for the people to vote 
whether or not city bonds be sold to an 
amount sufficient to cover the cost of 
the work to be done. By this means all 
taxpayers of the. city would have to 
bear their share of taxes necessary to 
pay interest and principal of the bonds 
at maturity.

ing. The City Attorney explained that 
the law gives a commission so appointed 
discretionary powers, enabling it to 
comprise within the district such por- 
tions of the city, near or remote, as 
would, in the estimation of the commis- 
sion, be benefited by the improvement.

First streets. Anyone who desires can 
satisfy himself on that point. All he 
has to do is to stand a few minutes at 
the corner of Broadway and Franklin 
streets and ask the occupants of the 
carriages why they go round that way. 
When they understand the reason for 
the question, they will reply, “Because 
we don’t care to run the chance of be- 
ing smashed into at the corner of Spring 
and First streets.“ In order to get 
from one side ot the city to the other 
without going out of their way, it would 
be necessary for them to pass that 
dangerous spot. The logic of the propo- 
sition, as said by a prominent business 
man of the city, therefore requires the 
removal of the danger. 

An examination of the rolls in the 
City Assessor’s office shows that up 
to 1894 property on Spring street near 
First was rated the most valuable in 
the city and was assessed higher than 
any other. The assessment rolls for 
the present year show that such is not 
the case. Valuations there have not 
held, and are not holding, their own. 
The last assessment roll shows that 
property at Spring and t streets is 
not rated within $50 a nt foot as 
much as property at the corner of 
Spring and Second streets. The fig- 
ures show that property at the latter 
point is assessed at $1150 a front foot, 
whereas at the corresponding corner at 
First street on Spring it is only as- 
sessed at $1100 a front foot. This is 
contrary to what should be, for the 
reason that Spring street at First is as 
much the business center of the city 
today as it was at the time when prop- 
erty there was as the most 
valuable in the city. That is the opin- 
ion of many prominent residents, 
bankers and capitalists; but in so 
stating they admit that the con- 
gestion of street traffic at that 
point has become such a constant 
source of danger as to operate disad- 
vantageously to its best interests. Were 
the obstruction removed by the open- 
ing of North Broadway, they say that 
not only would it remove the danger, 
but that it would help to preserve the 
equilibrium of the city by aiding to 
pulld up and populate the northern 
and eastern sections of the city instead 
of its running away to the south and 
southwest.

ALL ALONG THE LINE. 


The Orange county sugar-beet-grow- 
ers will organize to protect themselves 
against an attempt to reduce prices. 


Santa Monica authorities have now 
completed the preliminary legal steps, 
and have $40,000 of 5 per cent. sewer 
bonds to sell. The place proposes to 
improve its sanitary condition. 


Redlands orange-growers have taken 
steps to organize a branch of the South- 
ern California Exchange. The associ- 
ation starts in with a representation of 
about twenty carloads, but it is ex- 
pected that others will later fall into 
line, and that this number will be 
greatly increased. 


The Supervisors of Kern county must 
be getting childish. They officially re- 
fuse to send an exhibit to the Los An- 
geles Chamber of Commerce, because 
they heard that disparaging remarks 
were made here about that county.

A little pa- 
tience and affection might go a long way 
toward reducing alleged “ungovern- 
able” children to reason, and an im- 
proved home-training in many cases 
would considerably lighten the ex- 
penses of the State.

BACK TO LINE. 


Unesual Proceedings Ended on Eas 
First Street. 


The tearing away of the front of the 
building on East First street near Wil- 
mington street, owned by I. F. Dehail, 
has been commenced. The change is 
made to conform with the widening of 
the street. , 

This work marks the termination of 
an unusunal series of proceedings. 
Steps for widening First street between 
Los Angeles and Wilmington streets 
were commenced about three years ago. 
Mr. Dehail’s building projected so that 
if the street were widened as proposed 
the front of it would be in the street. 
He was willing to have the street wid- 
ened provided the widening were made 
to include First street between Main 
and Los Angeles streets, but not other- 
wise. 

In spite of his objections the proceed- 
ings were carried. through, but on ac- 
count of some technicality were de- 
feated in the courts, Meantime, separ- 
ate proceedings for widening First 
street between Main and Los Angeles 
streets were started, and while they 
were in progress new proceedings were 
inaugurated for widening between Los 
Angeles and Wilmington street.s 

The widening west of Los Angeles 
street was accomplished, but for the 
passage of the final ordinance. When 
this ordinance was voted on in the City 
Council enough votes for its passage 
were recorded in favor of it, but one of 
the members changed ‘his vote and the 
widening was defeated. 

Notwithstanding the fact that First 
street between Main and Los Angeles 
streets was to remain in its present 
narrow condition, the proceedings for 
widening east as far as Wilmington 
street were prosecuted to conclusion 
and an attempt by Mr. Dehail to defeat 
them in the courts was unsuccessful.

Full Text of am Anonymous Circu- 
lar Which is Being Privately 
Circulated for the Purpose of 
Injuring the Exchange. 


A meeting of the executive board of 
the SouthernCalifornia Fruit Exchanges 
was held yesterday afternoon in the 
offices of the board in the Phillips 
Block, on Spring street, in this city. The 
meeting wae largely attended. 

The question of incorporating the ex- 
ecutive board of the exchanges, which 
has been under discussion for some 
weeks past, was brought to a conclusion 
at yesterday’s meeting. It has been de- 
cided to incorporate the executive board 
under the laws of the State of Califor- 
nia. It isthe opinion of the representa- 
tives of the exchanges that incorpora- 
tion will facilitate the workings of the 
organizations and enable the board as 
an incorporation to exercise a more di- 
rect control over all transactions. All 
representatives of the exchanges pres- 
ent signed the articles of incorporation, 
They will be forwarded at once to the 
Secretary of State at Sacramento that 
the certificate of incorporation may be 
issued. 

The Committee on Incorporation then 
reported in amended form the contract 
to be used between the executive board 
and the several exchanges, and it was 
adopted unanimously. As soon as the 
articles of incorporation have been flied 
contracts, in accordance with the form 
adopted, between the executive board 
and the exchanges will be made out and 
executed. 

A form of contract to be entered into 
between the executive board and the 
eastern district representatives was 
also agreed on. Copies of this last will 
be sent to those members of the board 
who are now on their way to the Past, 
who will have them signed by the differ- 
ent Eastern representatives and then 
return them to the executive board for 
final approval. 

The attention of the executive board 
was then drawn to an anonymous cir- 
cular which is being privately circu- 
lated among all the orange-growers of 
Southern California. The text of the 
circular, which is addressed to the or- 
ange-growers of Southern California,” 
indicates clearly that it is being circu- 
lated for the purpose of pers ng or- 
ange-growers.who are not yet members 
of the exchanges from joining. After 
some slight discussion over the cir- 
cular and the object for which it was 
being distributed, the executive board 
reached the conclusion that it was not 
necessary to make any answer to it or 
take action on it. The following is the 
text of the anonymous circular: 


THE CIRCULAR. 


“To the Orange-Growers of Southern 
California: The executive board of 
the Southern Calffornia Fruit Ex- 
changes have issued a circular dated 
September 19, 1895, together with a 
memorandum outlining a new plan for 
marketing oranges the next seagon. The 
latter may be summarized as follows: 
That they have withdrawn from the 
position previously occupied by them, of 
selling the fruit of the exchange f. o. 
b. California, and that hereafter they 
will consign all fruit to the Eastern 
market, sell it as best they may, either 
by private sale, or through the auction 
houses, or by other means, as the exe- 
cutive board may see fit; and from this 
memorandum we further gather that 
the executive board is to have full con- 
trol in all matters pertaining to the 
handling, shipping and selling of the 
fruit owned by the members of the 
Southern California Fruit Exchange. 

“In view of the power assumed by this 
executive board we may now consider 
the circular which they issue, it being 
the result of last season's operations. 
They offer two reasons for their want 
of success in last year’s business, when 
the destruction of the Florida crop 
nould have made an excellent market 
for the oranges grown in California. 
These excuses are, first, the depressed 
business conditions prevailing through- 
out the country, and, second, the enorm- 
ous importations of oranges from the 
Mediterranean. While the facts are 
that, as far back as March of last year, 
there was a palpable revival of buai- 
ness in the East, and good prices could 
have been secured, but the executive 
board out to charge prohibitory 
prices, which brought about the condi- 
tion which was named as the second ex- 
cuse, viz.: the enormous im on of 
Mediterranean fruit. It is unquestion- 
ably a fact, that had executive 
board taken the position on the ist of 
April, that they were forced into later 
on, not one-tenth of the Mediterranean’ 
fruſt that did come into our Eastern 
market would have been landed, but as 
they kept week after week advancing 
the prices in California, the Eastern sel- 
lers found that it was impossible to sell 
the fruit at the rates asked for, and 
made arrangements to supply their cus- 
tomers with a foreign article.” 

It is also a fact that but for the 
folly of the executive board of the 
Southern California Fruit Exchanges, 
nearly 3000 carloads of oranges should 
have been sold in the month of April 
instead of about 300. Thus throwing 
away the best month in the whole year 
and allowing the foreign fruit to get a 
firm foothold, which, later on, it cost 
the orange-growers of Southern Cali- 
fornia an enormous sum to dislodge, 
completely breaking the market, which 

e executive further states 
that: “When it became apparent that 
the foreign fruit was coming tn such 
quantities as to flood the markets, we 
put a representative of the 82 


on the Atlantic seaboard to check the 


incoming tide from abroad.” 

The truth regarding this is that it 
was not until six weeks after the for- 
eign fruit had flooded the Eastern 
market, and when the cream of the 
season was gone, they did start their 
Eastern representative, as stated, but 
the supply of foreign fruit was then 
getting poor in quality, and the supply 
dwindling, so that as before stated, 
they practically delivered the Eastern 
market into the hands of the foreign 
merchants, showing neither business 
foresight nor acumen. Another exam- 
ple of “locking the stable door after 
the steed is stolen.“ — 

They claim great things for the new 
plan of handling the fruit this season, 
but it is doubtful whether the result 
to the orange-growers will be any more 
satisfactory, the executive board hav- 
ing practically. adopted the plan that 
is necessary for the handling of decid- 
uous fruit, which, on account of its 
derishable nature, has to be consigned 
and sold rapidly, whatever may be the 
condition of the market. They thus 
throw away the advantage that citrus 
fruit-growers have over the growers of 
deciduous fruit, viz.: that of being able 
to hold their crop and supply. the 
This has always 
been considered a great advantage. 

The executive board also throw away 
the benefit to be derived from f.o.b. 


| California sales, and simply notify the 


Eastern buyers that it is quite unnec- 
essarry for them to send their money 
here and quite unnecessary for them 
to come here. 

Eastern money and Eastern visitors 
have heretofore received a hearty wel- 
come, and we think the executive 
board of the Southern California Fruit 
Exchanges are the only people who feel 
otherwise. While comparisons are 
usually considered odious, we may 
mention that the growth of Florida 
has been because of the amount of 
Eastern money that has been paid on 
the ground for the crops, and the com- 
petition among the Eastern buyers,

and there is no reason why the same 
condition might not exist in Califor- 
nia, but for the position taken by_the 
executive board of the Southern Cali- 


fornia Fruit.Exchanges. One other 


ous objection that has been mentioned 
by the fruit-sellers in the East is that 
the exchanges’ method of dumping the 
products of all groves together has a 
tendency to depreciate the total, as the 
poor fruit in this case is never “leveled 
up,” and the good fruit is invariably 
“leveled down.“ 

Different Eastern markets can use dif- 
ferent grades of fruit, and conse- 
quently, if buyers came here and bought 
the fruit f.0.b. California, without 
having the brand of the exchange 
thereon, they could buy what class of 
fruit they wished, but with the ex- 
change method, they cannot buy the 
products of the groves they want,, but 
must take whatever the exchange is 
willing to give them. Thus, the orange- 
grower that spends time and care and 
attention in producing his fruit, gets 
no more than his neighbor, the careless | 
farmer. 

If, as in Florida, this market was 
open to the Bastern man who had his 
money in hand, the attentive grower 
would be recompensed for his care, and 
the best fruit would invariably get the 
top prices, much in excess of anything 
that could be got by fruit being han- 
died through the exchanges. There is 
no question but that California fruit 
could be sold f.o.b. California, nor is 
there any doubt that all of the fruit 
that will mature in California this sea- 
son can be sold f.o.b. California, pro- 
vided the executive board of the South- 
ern California Fruit Exchanges imme- 
diately recede from the position that 
they have taken—that of telling the 
buyer to keep himself and his money at 
home. 

Oranges have never before, either in 
Florida or California, been handled in 
the way the executive board suggest, 
and because their lack of business ca- 

acity has been a failure of this plan 
or the Southern California Fruit Ex- 


changes, it does not prove that their 


new method will result any more satis- 
factorily the ensuing year. 

The orange-growers of California 
should carefully investigate the condi- 
tions that at present exist, before sign- 
ing any agreement with the executive 
board of the Southern California Fruit 
Exchanges. Consider whether it is to 
their best interest to sell in California, 
or be at the mercy of a combination 
that have made a failure of it in the 
past, and a combintion that hve given 
— that they will destroy all opposi- 

on.

We want all 
the buyers we can get, right on the 
ground. 

Surely it must be apparent that the 
— of the Southern California Fruit

CITY COUNCIL. 


Routine Business Transacted Yes- 
terday by the Council. 

The City Council met in . adjourned 
session yesterday to transact the busi- 
ness left from the day before. The re- 
ports of the Sewer Committee, Finance 
Committee and the Board of Public 
Works were received and adopted. The 
draft of a contract with Gilbert Webb 
to furnish barley to the fire depart- 
ment was approved, as was also the 
lease of the Hollenbeck Park boating 
privileges by J. C. Farnsworth. The 
report of the Zanja Committee, as al- 
ready published, was adopted. The 
bonds of Clark & Paxton, recently 
awarded street-railway franchises, were 
received and filed. A final-ordinance to 
jmprove Vernon street between Sixth 
and Seventh streéts was adopted. The 
City Attorney presented the deed of the 
Nordholt property on East Sixth street 
recently purchased as a school site. 

The following communication was re- 
ceived from W. D. Gould, a large prop- 
erty-owner in the Beaudry-avenue dis- 
trict: “Iam of the opinion that the pro- 
ceedings in the Beaudry-avenue and 
Figueroa-street district are legal. The 
petition was for all of the streets 
named in the district and all of the 
grades have been changed and made to 
conform to éach other, and a majority 
of the frontage signed the petition. A 
@treet should be construed in this case 
to mean the street. The statute pro- 
vides that all parties can have their 
day in court; that all parties can pro- 
test and have a hearing; that all par- 
ties shall be notified and the proceed- 
4ngs thus had shall be final. All this 

s been done and is conclusive and 
final. I think the contract should be 
signed and the work proceeded with.” 

President Teed called the attention of 
the Council to the inequality in the 
salaries paid deputies in the various 
city offices.

making devils of her four children. He 
even asserts that he once saw the devil 
in person, conversing with his wife, and 
imparting to her all the secrets of the 
world. He describes His Satanic Maj- 
esty as a well-dressed, polished gentle- 
man of about thirty-five, dark-com- 
7 and smooth-shaven, very 
handsome and attractive, but with flery 
eyes. 

Mrs. Delecoeuillerie seems to be heart- 
broken over the sad plight of her hus- 
band, and took his committal greatly 
to heart, much as she had reason to 
fear him. The insane man was ordi- 
narily quiet and reasonable, except for 
his fixed delusion, but he was furi- 
ously jealous, and suspicious of his 
wife, whom he had shadowed by de- 
tectives for some time. .

The second day of the Woman's Par- 
Ifarhent opened yesterday morning and 
continued through the day with in- 
creased attendance and ted in- 
terest. The morning was devoted to a 
symposium on woman 6uffrage, the 

on being viewed from a number 
different standpoints. — 

Mrs. Colista Willard Scott of Fair- 
mont was the first to handle the ques- 
tion, viewing from the standpoint of 
the wife, as to whether she needs suf- 
frage or not. She said the thinking, 
intelligent wife has no desire to an- 
tagonize mati, or to usurp one mascu- 
— privilege. Tie ideal wife must ex- 

nd her activity in every direction. 
‘We feel that the time for argument and 
experiment has almost passed; wo- 
man suffrage, limited or unlimited, has 
been successful wherever tried. It has 
been declared by both men and women 
that higher education of woman and 
co-education would demonstrate her in- 
feriority, and lead to the degradation of 
both séxes, and to the ruination of the 
home instinct-in woman, but the trials 
of these have been 80 successful that 


* one of our bitterest opponents, in a 


recent article, has said: No sane man 
doubts the wisdom and duty of the 
highest education for women.” The 
admission of married woman to control 
her own property, which has only come 
to pass within a generation, is due to 
the efforts of a few, and was strongly 
opposed by the majority of women. The 
world has reached a stage in evolution 
when the intelligent wife refuses to re- 
cede one inth from the vantage ground 
— personal freedom and intellectual 

fe which she has only gained in Amer- 
ica by her own efforts within the last 
twenty-five years. Motherhood is truly 
the great privilege and crowning glory 
of the wife, but to fulfill her noblest 
mission has vast responsibility. Wo- 
man has a heaven-given right to stand 
by her husband's side, no longer as a 
child in the eyes of custom and state, 
but ae. his equal socially and polit- 


Mrs, Katherine Phillips Edson of 
M@nzana, a Vassar graduate, read an 
interesting and thoughtful paper on 

Does the Mother Need Suffrage?” 
She said if motherhood is tHe most im- 
portant phase of creation, why should 
she be voiceless when the human spe- 
cies has reached the higher develop- 
ment? Through the schools, churches 
ne and congresses the world 

ruled, and the foundation of so- 
ciety laid for future generations. Shall 
the Creator's early plan of evolution be 
consummated with motherhood given 
its proper equal place in the great 
scheme, or shall fatherhood alone be 
represented? It is difficult to speak of 
an item of public interest that does 
not affect the mother more keenly 
than any other member of society. 
The children are largely molded by her 
influence, and the influence of those 
directly about them. If these environ- 
ents are good and heredity’ has been 
d., the mother has a fair chance of 
seeing her ideals realized, but if she 
has poverty and kindred ills with 
which to contend, her influence cannot 
be as great, because she is unable to 
have them so much in her care, and 
then it is she feels the great injustice 
from which she suffers. We are ex- 
pected to take great pride in our pub- 
lic schools. The theory is sublime, but 
the schools as they exist today fall 
far short of the ideal. But the voice 
of the mother, whose duty it fs to pro- 
teet her children, cannot be heard. 
The world is waking to the fact that 
the mother’s influence has not been 
felt enough in life’s varied phases. She 
needs the ballot for her own defense 
and the protection of her children. 
Young America is growing up with the 
idea that saloons and brothels are nec- 
essary evils, and the social evil is so 
great and exists in so many different 
forms that motherhood, to protect 
both her boys and girls, needs both 
municipal and State franchise, 

The speaker dwelt earnestly on the 
question of the age of consent in dif- 
ferent States, and said that good wo- 
men had been fighting for years with 
moral suasion, petition and -womanly 
influence to have it raised to at least 
18 years. It is estimated that  nine- 
tenths of the fallen women were 
runined before they reached the age of 
18. NaturaLsights are not legal rights. 
‘Woman ha ght to her child only 
when it is out of wedlock. Polit- 
ical life as it exists today is anything 
but honorable, and woman is not likely 
to forsake social life for it. Science is 


proving. that the prenatal influence. of 


the mother is most important, and the 
mother must have social, financial and 
political freedom. 

Mrs. Mary M. Bowman of Los An- 
geles, in her paper on the question of 
suffrage for the unmarried woman, 
said she needs it because she is a tax- 
payer, because she is amenable to law, 
and because it is just. It will give her 


an equal chance with men, and equal 


ay for equal gvork. By the census of 
1890, one-third of the population of the 
United States were women wage-earn- 


ers, of which a fair proportion are 


probably owners and taxpayers, Yet 
women have no voice in saying what 
they shall be taxed for. They have no 
voiee in making the law; yet they have 
to suffer the same penalties as men for 
its violation. With all her progress, 
the odds are still against her as a 
bread-winner. Women are not citizens 
except in Wyoming and Kansas, the 
rest of us are inhabitants. Is it not 
just as great tyranny to tax the women 
half.of the people in 1895, without their 
consent, as it was for the English 
king to tax the men half of the people 
in 1775 without their consent? Aside 
from legitimate taxes on realty, she is 
compelled to submit to taxation on 
bonds for.all sorts of wild-cat schemes, 
without a particle of redress. She is 
asked to sign petitions to call bond 
elections, and when election day comes, 
is not allowed to cast a bal%ot for or 
against: She has the privilege, how- 
ever, of looking on when paupers and 
ignorant foreigners who never owned 
a cent’s worth of property, and never 
will, vote to impose an additional bur- 
on her, frequently when her slen- 
-resources..are. strained to the ut- 
most to meet present liabilities, — 
Unmarried women are not represented 
at the polls, assuming for the sake of ar- 
gument that men can represent women. 
Their fathers and brothers are repre- 
senting some other woman, and it is 
not possible for one man's opinion: to 
count for an entire relationship. She 
needs the ballot to convince men that 
she is neither an angel nor an idiot. 
Man is woman’s shield and protection, 
and the only ‘foe she has to fear. The 
ballot has a broader meaning than the 
simple casting of a piece of paper into 
a box, it means eventually one standard 
of morality. 
The need of the ballot by the working 
woman swas presented by Mrs. Gabrella 
. Stickrfey, a zealous worker in the 
alvation Army. She considered the 
working-woman as one who performs

manual apes. and said that by faith- 
ful and petent work, women have 
dignified labor. The daily contact with 
man has brought woman to estimate 
him at his true worth. The siavich toil of

She sald that 
the children are the only treasures of 
the working-woman, and she needs 
laws to enable her to protect them. 

In considering the need of the ballot

Just at present racing is almost the 
only theme with the wheelmen of 
Southern California, as all the great 
Eastern racing men are 422 way 
to the land of sundown will take 
part in a lot of race meets in this part 
of the State next month. 

All of the southern part of the State 
has gone wild on racing. At the 
quarter-mile oval of the Athletic Club 
the racing men collect like bees in 
clover. Every afternoon the little 
track is almost hidden by the men 
training there. 

The National Circuit, as the big race 
meets have been called this year, has 
been extended to California and 
tournaments are already scheduled for 
Santa Rosa and San Jose in the North, 
and Los Angeles, Santa Ana, River- 
side, Pasadena. and San Bernardino 
in the South. Pomona and Redlands 
will also conduct meets if their new 
tracks can be completed in time. Pasa- 
dena is working hard on the new track 
there to get it done in time, and will 
probably have a meet in December to 
formally open the track, instead of 
January 1, if the track is ready. The 
big annual New Year’s day at Pasa- 
dena will be run, anyway. 

The annual election of the League of 
American Wheelmen is now attracting 
more attention than it ever did before. 
This year there are two tickets in the 
South California division, and also two 
in the North California division. 

Road riders are not doing much 
cross-country riding at present, as most 
of those who enjoy long country runs 
are waiting for the first rains to im- 
prove the horrible condition of the 
roads. The Times Bicycle Club had a 
largely-attended run to Pasadena t 
week, and many pare 2 the run 
Santa Monica last Sunday. 

The Roamers have a run to Cahuenga 
Valley next Sunday afternoon to at- 
tend their monthly five-mile handicap 
road race on the Cahuenga course. 

The East Side Cycling Club is having 
quite a boom, and its new uniforms 
will attract much favorable comment. 
The boys are also putting their original 
emblem on all their sweaters in club 
colors. Last Sunday the East Sides had 
a well-attended run to Monrovia. 

The Los Angeles Wheelmen held their 
monthly meeting at the Athletic Club 
Tuesday evening. Nothing of impor- 
tance was done. . 

Last evening the Citrus Wheelmen 
met and took action on the proposed 
clubhouse on Twenty-sixth street. The 
club members will turn out at the Santa 
Monica races in the new black uniform 
and triangle emblem. 

Work will begin next week on the old 
quarter-mile bicycle track at Athletic 
Park. About $600 will be spent in en- 
larging and banking it. The track will 
be banked to five feet on the turns and 
will be made twenty feet wide. This is 
being done for the three-day meet on 
the national circuit which is set for 
November 21-23. About $3000 will be ex- 
pended on the national meet by the lo- 
cal committee in charge, and the prizes 
will be better than have been given in 
this State before this season.

It is too bad that there are not a lot 
of bicycle races at the Y. M. C. A. field 
day next Saturday, as all the racing 
men are in fine condition and training 
daily. Several Northern men have al- 
ready arrived and are getting used to 
the dangerous turns on the quarter- 
mile track at Athletic Park. The only 
race on the F. M. C. A. programme is a 
two mile and one of the men who ought 
to do splendid in it is Campbell of Pas- 
adena, although he has not had the ex- 
perience of most of his opponents, but 
he is a wonderfully strong rider. .

LIVERYMEN INTERESTED.. 
L. Flood Now on Trial for Cruelty 


to Animals. 


The trial of L. Flood for cruelty to 
animals attracted quite a number of 
liverymen and veterinarians to Justice 
Morrison’s court yesterday afternoon. 
Great interest is taken in the case, for 
the reason that the decision is expected 
to establish a precedent in this city as 
to the hiring and abuse of horses. 

Flood, the defendant, is a man of 
means and a citizen of good standing, 
having never before been arrested for 
any offense, alleged or otherwise. Nat- 
urally he objects to being convicted of 
cruelty to a dumb brute, and is making 
a hard fight to establish his innocence. 
Ex-Humane Officer Hutchins ond the 
liverymen of the city generally are anx- 
ious to have it go on record that a man 
who treats a hired horse as Mr. Flood 
is alleged to have treated this one shall 
be held accountable. 

The testimony showed that Flood, 
some weeks ago, hired-a horse and 
buggy at the Eagle stables on Broad- 
way. In company with his wife he 
drove to Florence and return, the round 
trip not exceeding twelve miles in dis- 
tance. When the horse was brought 
back it was dripping with sweat and 
its hide was marked with big welts 
where the whip had been applied. The 
proprietor remarked, as he saw the con- 
dition of the animal: 

“It takes you to bring the fuice out 
of a horse.“ 

Tes, when you give me an old skate 
that can’t travel,” replied Flood, or 
words to that eeffct. 

The liveryman then called in the Hu- 
mane Officer and several veterinarians 
and horsemen to witness that the horse 
had been cruelly treated. These wit- 
nesses testified to that effect at the 
trial. One witness also testified that 
Flood drove the animal at a rapid 
speed across a plowed field, using the 
whip freely to make it travel. 

Flood, on the witness-stand, admitted 
that he did not consider the animal fit 
to drive. He had asked for a good 
horse, and a poor one was given him. 
It did not take long to find this out, but 
he thought perhaps when the animal 
got warmed up, it would travel all 
right; but he had to use the whip freely 
to “persuade” it to make time. How- 
ever, he did not lash it severely, and 
when he struck a bad piece of road he 
allowed it to walk.

One Year in Jail.

One of the most famous road- riders 
ten years ago. was Dr. George Black- 
ham of Dunkirk, N. Y., at one time one 
of the executive officers of the League 
of American Wheelmen. He used to 
say that six miles an hour was fast 
enough for him, and if others were 
along who wanted to go faster, that the 
road was still left behind them, and 
that he would never go any faster than 
his regular gait. That was a good the- 
ory,and atthat time he used, like Presi- 
dent Bates of Detroit, to write much on 
road riding, and many profited thereby. 
Since then has come universal cycling, 
high gears, light wheels and the 
scorcher. 

Not long ago there was a club run, 
and after a hard “scorch,” in which a 
tandem set the pace for some racing 
men and others who were not hardened 
for scorching, it was a sad sight to 
look at those young men who had over- 
taxed both nerves and muscles. 

Some constitutions can stand a lot of 
abuse and punishment, but there is a 
limit. Occasionally the limit is reached 
and a wheelman dies from scorching, 
but many suffer in after years, when it 
is too late to remedy the criminal care- 
lessness. 

The great Bald has been seen on a 
hundred-mile run across country with 
the same worn-out look. But he never 
tried it but once. He knew when to 
stop. That is where most of them make 
the mistake. Last winter Bald said, 
while on a short road run, that he 
should never try again to do a hundred 
miles in a day for fun, and probably 
never in a race. Eddie Bald had a 
chum who did not know when to stop 
scorching or overtaxing his strength, 
and two years ago, when “Our Eddie” 
had just begun to make both the club 
and himself famous, poor George 
was taken to his last resting-place by 
his mourning clubmates. Bald went 
slow, and now he has finally reached 
the top rung in the ladder of cycle-rac- 
ing fame by taking care of himself and 


‘leaving scorching to others. 


It seems impossible to teach young 
mén—and some of the young women, 
for that matter—that scorching on a 
bicycle, if kept up without careful 
training with good judgment, is sure to 
result injuriously. 


Little Danger from Infection. 


Recent reports of the Marine Hospital 
Service show that in the city of New 
Orleans, La., between September (4 and 
21 there were reported twelve cases of 
smallpox. At Havana, Cuba, there were 
thirty-nine deaths from yellow fever 
from ber 12 to 19. At Vera Cruz, 
Mex., between September 12 and 19 
there were five deaths from yellow 
fever. President Davisson of the State 
Board of Health says that the vellow 
fever would probably be a dangerous 
disease if it were to obtain a foothold 
in this city. The quarantine regulations 
are, however, so strict that there is 
practically no danger of it reaching 
here. This is especially true in view of 
the fact that cold weather is approach- 


ing. While the approach of winter may 


increase the danger of.smallpox inva- 
sion, yet there is no apprehension that 
the quarantine service will not prove 
effectual in keeping it out of California.

For the third time in the course o 
a single week Pasadena has been called 
upon to mourn the death of a prominent 
and respected citizen, the latest — — 
ot the grim reaper being W. D. McGil- 
vray, of the well-known firm of Mc- 
Gilvray & Torrance. Mr. McGilvray 
had been in failing health for. some 
time with a complication of ailments, 
and last Saturday morning he was 
stricken down with paralysis while 
dressing. He was in the room of his 
son Don at the time of his seizure and 
never sufficiently recovered to be re- 
moved to his own apartment.

Trustees’ Doings—Bond Ordinance 
Passed—Other Matters. 


SANTA MONICA, Oct. 9.—(Regular 
Correspondence.) The Town Trustees 
met last night and took up the report 
of the Finance Committee, ordering 
bills with its indorsement paid to the 
amount of $998.67. These included of- 
ficial salaries, street sprinkling and 
lighting, and $75 for new shirts for the 
fire company. 


The petition for appointment of G. 
F. See night watchman for the South 
Side was denied for lack of funds. 

The Engineer's profiles and report es- 
tablishing the grade of Promenade ave- 
nue were adopted. 

Officers’ reports for September were 
received and referred. That of the 
Health Officer showed three deaths and 
as many births for the month. 

Several reports were received from 
the Street Committee, the chief of these 
recommending substituting a fill for 
the northerly end of. bridge No. 1 on 
Ocean, going back to the committee for 
further consideration. Reports favor- 
ing the removal of all buildings from 
Railroad avenue and for widening and 
extending Front street were indorsed. 

A petition for changing the grade of 
Fourth street from Utah to the rail- 
road tracks was granted to the extent 
of ordering the Engineer to prepare 
profiles for the same. 

The clerk was authorized to adver- 
tise for bids for the collection of garb- 


ge. 

The Acme saloon license was trans- 
ferred to J. K. Stevens, and a bid for 
printing the sewer bonds was received 
and filed. 

Ordinance No. 228, authorizing the 

issuance of $40,000 sewer bonds was 
passed by a unanimous vote. 
Bids were opened for the grading of 
lower Third street. But one was on 
file. It appeared to place the price of 
the work at $754; but J. M. Morris, who 
made it, rose to say that the figures 
stood for $955. On motion, therefore, 
the bid was rejected and the Clerk au- 
thorized to re-advertise. The bid at the 
contractor’s price means $40 per lot 
for the improvement. 

Trustees Lewis and Vawter were 
granted a leave of absence for ninety 
and sixty days respectively, after 
which the board adjourned.

The Anaheim Union Water Company 
Meet—Seasiona of the Board of 
Supervisors and City Board of 
Education. 


SANTA ANA, Oct. 8.—(Régular Cor- 
respondence.) The City Trustees met 
Tuesday evening, all members and the 
clerk being present.

The committee appointed to investi- 
gate the matter of extending water pipe 
in the East End reported favorably, 
and the same was ordered filed. 

The petition of M. J. Bundy, presi- 
dent of the Santa Ana, Orange and 
Tustin Street Rallway Company, ask- 
ing permission to remove the ties and 
rails on the company’s track on Fourth 
street, between Main ahd Spurgeon 
streets, was read a 

Resolution No. 81, requiring the Santa 
Ana, Orange and Tustin Street Railway 
Company to put a portion of their track 
to grade, was passed by a unanimous 
vote. 

S. H. Finley filed an estimate of the 
cost of paving the street-car line at $1.75 
per lineal foot. The same was eccepted 
and flied. 

Ordinance No. 217, declaring an inten- 
tion to improve that portion of Fourth 
street, between the west line of Main 
and the east line of Spurgeon street, 
required by law to be kept in order or 
repair by any person or company hav- 
ing railroad tracks thereon, and deter- 
mining what bond shall be issued to 
represent the cost thereof, was read for 
the first time and referred to the City 
Attorney. 

The clerk was instructed to advertise 
for six or twelve months’ supply of oil 
for the Santa Ana waterworks. 

J. W. McClellan appeared before the 
board on behalf of Mr. Holmes and the 
electric light company. He thought a 
committee ought to be appointed to 
help settle the differences between the 
city and the gas company, so President 
Hunt appointed Messrs. Whitney and 
Lutz to do the investigating act.

AZUSA VALLEY. 

AZUSA, Oct. 9.—(Regular Correspond- 
ence.) The Azusa Citrus Association 
was organized Tuesday afternoon by 
the election of C. Vaughn, W. W. Heth, 
W. C. Ormiston, A. P. Griffith, 8. ©. 
Headley, B. R. Thompson and W. C. 
Hendrick directors. The capital stock 
is $2000, with a large portion of it sub- 
scribed. This action prepares the way 
for the organization of an exchange in 
this valley, which will be composed cof 
the associaitions at Azusa, Covina and 
Glendora. At a meeting tomorrow it 
will bedetermined whether the exchange 
will be composed of the Azusa Citrus 
Association so modified as to do the 
work, or of delegates elected from each 
association to compose the new ex- 
change. 

At a meeting held at Mission Hall 
last Saturday the Azusa Valley Citrus 
Association, an organization of orange- 
growersacting independently: of the gen- 
eral exchange, the association received 
a proposition from the Earl Fruit Com- 
pany agreeing to contract to sell its 
fruit at Redlands prices and guarantee 
payment thereon every week. This con- 
tract would insure a price within 25 
cents of that obtained for the Sun- 
flower Brand,“ which is packed only at 
Redlands and Highland. The consider- 
ation was to be 35 cents a box for all 
packing-house expenses and 10 per cent. 
commission on sales. Porter Bros. 
made a proposition at the same meet- 
ing to sell the fruit without the guaran- 
tee at 8 per cent. commission, charging 
27 cents per box for packing expenses. 
The association decided against both 
offers, and later several of its members 
have joined the regular associations and 
will affiliate with the general movye- 
ment.

TRAMPS WILL BE PUT TO WORK ON 
ROCKS. 


Funeral of Judge Brunseon—A Man 
Has His Hand Terribly Mangled. 
Board of Education at Work- 


Call for Bids on the New Court- 
house. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Oct. 9.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) As the season for 
the advent of the army of tramps ap- 
proaches the idea that something must 
be done to make useful this vast 
amount of excellent muscle that is 
going to waste is gaining ground. The 
Board of Supervisors are to take hold 
of the problem, and with that end in 
view they-sent Supervisor Newberg 
north to investigate the means em- 
ployed up there to effect the desired 
object. Mr. Newberg returnéd Monday 
night and reports that while absent he 
made a thorough inspection of the 
Fresno plan and finds it a good one. 
They use a corral of about an acre, 
strongly fenced in, into which runs a 
sidetrack from the railroad for bring- 
ing in the granite for the crushing 
process and for the removal of the pul- 
verized article. Into this pen the 
tramps are brought every morning and 
break rock until 5:30 o’clock in the 
evening, when they are returned to 
their cells in the jail. For transporta- 
tion they are all attached to a long 
chain both going and coming, so there 
are no fears of an escape. There is only 
one guard for the line, which consisted 
at the time of Mr. Newberg’s visit of 
about twenty hobos, as when they are 
securely locked to the chain they are 
safe and when inside the work-shop“ 
they are perfectly safe from indulgence 
in any desire to escape. The matter 
will come up before the board and it 
seems to be the unanimous opinion of 
the members that this is the only good 
and safe way to utilize the tramp and 
put the proceeds of his work on the 
county roads. If every county and city 
should adopt this plan the tramp nui- 
sance would be abated, for they would 
all go to work for wages, preferring 
that to breaking rock for their board 
and keeping, as long as they find they 
will have to do one or the other. 
FUNERAL OF JUDGE BRUNSON. 

The funeral of Judge Brunson took 
place this afternoon when there was a 
large turnout of the legal profession 
and friends. At the meeting of the Bar 
Association last night it was moved 
that eight pall-bearers be appointed, 
the first four to act if a like number be 
appointed from Los Angeles, otherwise 
all to act, or as many as may be neces- 
sary to make eight with those from Los 
Angeles.

Deplorable Negligence of Criminal 
0 0 tion Tax. 


SAN DIEGO, Oct. 9.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The report of Detective 
Insley of Los Angeles concerning the 
sorry state of affairs in this county 
regarding the apprehension of crimin- 
als contains alarming facts which are 
common talk here. There have been 
nine murders here in six months. Five 
murders have occurred within thirty 
days. One negro and several Indians 
have been apprehended suspected of 
two of these murders. They are held 
on flimsy evidence. People are getting 
tired of the Populist rule in the District 
Attorney’s office and in the Board of 
Supervisors. It seems as if these offi- 
cials, in their great desire to make a 
record for economy, were too timid at 
a critical moment to employ competent 
detectives to ferret out the perpetrators 
of the recent horrible crimes. The 
county law officers are regarded as ex- 
ceptionally weak prosecutors. When 
red-handed murderers are stalking up 
and down this county murdering old 
men and women, seemingly for no pur- 
pose other than the pleasure of murder- 
ing; when citizens right in the heart of 
the city are openly insulted and af- 
frighted by tramps, as has been the 
case repeatedly within the past month, 
it is regarded as high time for the po- 
lice and the county law officers to do 
something, even though they spend a 
dollar or two in the attempt. If the 
police, District Attorney, Supervisors 
and Sheriff could get together they cer- 
tainly would have abundant means to 
at least make the county so hot for 
tramps and other bummers that these 
creatures would not stay here long. The 
people believe that these officials could 
rid the community of the human pests 
if they would work earnestly and in the 
right way to do it.

GEORGIA PEACHES. California 
fruit-growers should not fall into the 
error of imagining that this State has, 
or is likely to have a monopoly in the 
fruit-growing business. It is true that 
the facilities for raising fruit are prob- 
ably better in this State than in any 
other section of the country, but on the 
other hand, as a set-oif to this, the high 
cost of transportation to the leading 
markets must be considered 

Besides Arizona and New Mexico, 
where the. horticultural developments 
of the past two years are but an index 
of what is likely to be done during the 
next decade, there is yuite a _ fruit- 
growing boom under way in the South- 
ern : 

The Hale Orchard Company planted 
more than @ hundred thousand peach 
trees on eix thousand acres of lan 
near Fort Valley, Ga., in the autumn 
1891 and the spring of 1892, and the res- 
ident superintendent, with thirty to 
forty negro assistants and sixteen 
mules, has kept the orchard thoroughly 
cultivated for three years. The earl 
frost of 1894 destroyed the prospects < 
fruit at the first blossominz, and this 
year about fifty men were employed 
during April and May thinning out the 
surplus fruit. By the 20th of June three 
hundred and fifty hands and sixty 
mules were kept employed in picking, 
packing and moving four thousand 
crates every day. Owing to the destruc- 
tion of the orange crop in Florida iast 
winter, numbers of extra workers on 
fruits applied for labor. so that there 
was an abundance of the best kind of 
help. In the marketing season some- 
thing like three hundrel bushels. cf 
over-ripe, ill-shapen and scarred fruit 
are rejected every day, and the peaches 
are graded by women and girls and 
packed in four-quart baskets. The 
crates, when labeled, are hauled to the 
railroad in spring wagons, with canvas 
covering to protect them from dus: and 
rain, and at the station they are loaded 
into refrigerator cars which hold from 
525 to 600 crates each. The cost of pick- 
ing, packing, freight, etc., is said to 
amount to the remarkably high tigure 
of $500 a car, so that the eighty carloads 
ot fruit sent north from this one or- 
chard during the season cost for mar- 
keting $40,000. J. H. Hale, who gives 
these figures in the American Agricul- 
turist, says that the leading peach in 
that section is the Elberta, but extra- 
early sorts, like Alexander, are also 
largely grown. The first really good 
peach to ripen is the Tillotson, which 
comes on about the middle of June. Af- 
ter this the best peaches are St. John, 
Mountain Rose, Lady Ingold, Elberta, 
Belle of Georgia and late Crawford, 
which rounds out the season about the 
first of August. The peach crop of 
Houston: county alone gives employ- 
ment to three thousand people, and all 
the roads leading to the railroad sta- 
tions are Mned during the picking sea- 
son every day with wagons of every 
sort hauling fruit to market. ‘

SNEAKED A HACK. 


SACKETT CORNELL AND TWO 
FRIENDS ON A JAMBOREE. 


Ran Away with a Hack, Kidnaped a 
Messenger Boy and Painted the 
Town Red—Warrants Are Ont 
for Their Arrest. 


Sackett Cornell and two of his con- 
vivial friends took a hack ride and had 
what they termed “a high old time,” 
Tuesday night, but they yet have the 
hackman and the Police Court to settle 
with. 

The hack which they used they are 
charged with having stolen, and it is 
only owing to the fact that the vehicle 


officer laid hands on them that the 
charge against them is not grand lar- 
ceny instead of malicious mischief. 

Ed Moreno, the driver of the hack, 
says he left it standing in front of the 
Auditorium saloon on Spring street, 
shortly after midnight, while he went 
into the saloon to see a man.
